is cated to the seamanabip clase. A ship, which it 
is boped to enlarge and improve, bas been erected 
on tbe front lawn ou'side the walls. The instruc 
tion given is of great direct and indirect advantage 
to the boys forming the class. They are initiated 
as far as practicable on terra firma into all the feat- 
ures of 2 sailor’s life. For boys of a restless disoo- 
sition tbe fu'ure thus opened has obvious benefits. 
It is hoped to find places for these boys in our at 
present growing merchant and mil:tary marine.” 

In bis report as superintendent Lieut. Lowry 
says: 

Eacb boy is taught all the points which goto muke a good 
practice] sailor,such as knotting, splicing, sewing, mending, 
wasbing, reefing, and bandling sails and spars, compass, 
log aud lead live, making mats, brushes, etc., etc., ali of 
which teach the b ys ts be handy. They meke their own 
clothing, wash it and keep it in repair. The mate, made 
frow senpit—which is a braid made from old rope, or 
**juok,” or from coir, eve a fibre, etc.—are of neat designs 
apd of excellent workmanship, and are not only ornamen- 
tal but extremely useful. The ciass has also berun to sup- 
ply the various brushes used in the house for scrubbing, 
sh e=polisbing, etc ,and they also make the matt: esses used 
onthe boys’ beds. A certain number receive dailv instruc- 
tion in cooking. Others who are far enough advanced in 
tbe schools to comprebend the subject, are taught the 
principles of navigation, and are shown bow it is possible 
to «btain a ship's position at sea by means of observations 
taken of the beavenly bodies. Out-door exercises are heid 
daily, weather permitting, upon toe sbip erected .n the froat 
lawn outside the walls. The vessel is well proportinoed and 
of a size sufficiently large for the boys to bandile. Toe mast 
bes a beigbt of seventy feet and the deck is about eighty 
feet lopg and twenty feet wide. Every fi ting of spars, 
sails and rigging is not only of the vest qu: lity, but is an 
exact model of what will be found on a shipboard.

The men were a sorry-looking lot; many of them 
wore white duck uniforms, without overcoats, apd 
many had on derby hats. The searching wind made 





tropical uniforms decidedly uncomfortable. As 
they lined up at the end of 'he nier waiting to em- 
bark on the Navy-yard tugs Narkeeta and Traffic, 
the men looked like veterans woo bad seen bard 
service. When they arrived at the Navy-vard the 
crew was taken to the receiving ship Vermont and 
had a bear: z, dipper. Soon afterwards suitable 
clothing was distributed among the men and they 
were placed in temporary quarters on the Vermont 
until they shall be assigned to other ships. Toe offi- 
cers received an indefinite Jeave of absence after 
o- had been greeted by Admiral Gherardi and his 
staff. 

When the rescuing steamer City of Para arrived 
at Roncodor, she was received with manifestations 
of almost delirious delight by sailors and. officers 
alike. The young jick tarse~ecuted hornpipes and 
clapped their bands and shouted. Witbin two bours 
every one of the shipwrecked men was safe aboard 
the Columbian liner and on hs way to this port. 
Everybody brought back something torem'nd him 
of the wreck of the old corvette. Some had sea 
beans, some resplendent tropical shells, and some 
fragments of the rigging, of the bull, or the canvas 
of the ship. . 

Describing the shipwreck, Admiral Stanton said: 
For four days we proceeded without incident. On 
the afternoon of Feb. 2 we saw that rough weather 
was likely to blow up. The weather continued to 
grow beavier, and soon after 6 o’clock it became al- 
most piteoh dark. I then went on to the poop deok, 
where I sat down with one of the officers. I had 
just glanced at my watch—its hands pointed to7 
’clock—when the ship seemed to leap upward as 
thougb she had struck something. In a second she 
dropped again to her normal level. Ina moment 
we struck again. The Kearsarge was going under 
sail ard steam at full speed. She struck hard on, 
and slid right up into the reef until her bows were 
in but seven feet of water. As soon as she righted 
she heeled way over to port, in which position she 
stuck fast. 

All the men were on deck when the vesael struck, 
but no one seemed frightened, or,in fact, to have 
thoroughly realiz2d what had happered. The best 
of order was pre-erved. Men who were sent below 
reported that they could not find a single leak, and 
that, (0 all appearances, her hul! had been slightly 
scraped. All efforts to back the Kearsarge off wer= 
truitless, and within two hours the bot.tomof the 
bull bad been practically torn away. This displaced 
the boilers, and it became necessary to sbut off 
steam, and, as aresult, only band pumps could b: 
used. A portion of thecrew manned these while 
anotber portion were getting ready the boa‘s and the 
catamaran for use on the following day. The buate 
on the starboard side were in good order, but those 
op the port side had been stove ip by the heavy seas. 

During the night the provisions and fittings were 
got together, and before dawn on Saturday morn- 
ing we were ready to leave the ship. Ao officer was 
seut ashore to seeif a landing was possible. He 

worked bis way tbrough the surf and landed safely 
Hetben came back, and getting a rope from tne 
Kearsarge, took it across the reef and at chored the 
post 10 soeltered water. Tne catamaran was then 
floated and the landing of the crew began. 

Only about six or «ight persons could be accom- 
modated on the catamaran, and it was consequent 

y nearly 3 o'clock in the af. ernoon before all were 

safely ashore. Enough provisions to last a week on 
balf rations and 200 gallons of water were taken off 
to the Cay. The lifeboats, two whalers, a dingy 
and cutter, togetber wito the sailing launch, were 
also taken safely tothe Cay. A few tents were set 
up, and we slso found two fishermen's huts there. 
Japt. Heyerman and myself eecupi-d one of these, 
two officers the other, the officers the tents, and 
the sailors slept on blankets. Wels were dug, and 
these yielded a brackisa water. Wuile we were 
waiting on the reef we made three attempts to 
board the Kearsorge, but only one succeeded. 
Lient. Hood weut abuvard on Tuesday and returned 
with some blankets and provisiens, but Eos.ign 
Gates, wuo boarded the snip on Taursediy was 
unable to recover any of ourclothing, and wesaved 
only what we had on our backs. We lived in fair 
comfort ontbe Cay, except for the fearful heat. 
The thermometer registered about 90 degrecs 
almost continuously. We caugbt plenty of tiso aud 
ate several boobies which we shot, butonly when 
our other provisions began toget low. We were on 
the reef juxt a week. 

Comdr. Heyerman’s story of the wreck o inc dei 
with tbattold by Admiral stanton. He said: * We 
feel that we owe Sur lives to the catamaran. Toe 
smaller boats would, I think, have gone to pieces 
before all of the crew could be ve heen safely landed. 
{ct is a curious thing that the Kearsarge was the only 
ship which carried a catamaran. Lney bave b-eu 
banished by order of the Government from all the 
others. The ease und speed with which our men 
were rescued by the catamaran will, [ think, be the 
means of restoring them to the other ships. 

“{ am afraid that the Kearsarge can never be 
saved. She is bigh and dry vu one vf the most dan- 
gerous points on the reef. Tne heavy trade winds 
at this season of the year would prevent her from 
being reached for several weeks, and | fear thatshe 
will beall broken up wheu it is possible to reach 
her. She was rapidiy going to pieces when we left 
her.” 

From the report of others it apnears that the offi- 
= of the deck was Lieut. F. R. Brainard, Admirai 

tanton and Comdr. Heyermau being op toe quar- 
ter deck. Volunteers uoder command of Lieur. C. 
A. L. Ingate, M.C., went in’o the fire room ana 
bauled the fires after the regular force had aban 
doned them. There were only about six rifi-s 
saved from the the wreck. The strictest ais- 
cipline was maintained, notwithstanding the lack 
oj rifles and small arms. The crew was regulariy: 
called to quarters twice a day, and four marine 
posts were established. The men suffered much on 
account of the heat, and the feet of those who had 
notsaved their shoes were badly blistered by waik- 
ing on the bot sand and lacerated by contact with 
the sharp coral. 

Atter the landing of the party a Court of [nqviry, 
composed of Lt. Hood, Easign Macgruder, Dr. Bar- 
pum and Cadet Thompson, was convened, and made 
a formal report of the accident.

On March 19 a board will convene at the Treasury 
Department, Washington, and another at San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., to examine candidates for the position of 
cadet in the U.S. Revenue Cutter Service. The ex- 
amination will be competitive and will include a 
thorough coursein mathematics and other academic 
branches. A fair knowledge is required, also, of 
German, French, or Spanish, the candidate being 
allowed to select any one of the languages named. 
Only those are eligible who are not under 18 nor 
more than 23 years of age, and who are in every 
respect physically sound. There are about six 
vacancies to be filled and any young man of good 
moral character and well recommended, can apply 
to the Secretary of the Treasury to take the examin- 
ation. The candidates evincing the highest degree 
of proficiency will receive appointments in the or- 
der in which they pass, provided they reach the 
minimum standard of 75 per cent. They will then 
be assigned to the schoolship S. P. Chase for a pro- 
bationary term of two years, preparatory to enter- 
ing the grade of third lieutenant. This is a good 
opportunity for a young man, who may be a gradu- 
ate of a high school or advanced academy, and who 
is fond of the sea, to obtain an officer’s commission 
in an old-established and valued service of the 
Government. Further information on the subject 
will be given by the Treasury Department, Wash- 
ington, on application.

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COL. GRAHAM AND LIEUT.-COL. YOUNG. 


Tue differences between Colonel W. M. Graham, 
Fifth U. 8. Artillery, commandant of the Presidio 
of San Francisco, and his next subordinate, Lien- 
tenant Colonel S. B. M. Young, Fourth U. 8, Oay- 
alry, to which we briefly referred last week, have 
given the daily press of San Francisco a glorious 
opportunity for relating all the whys and the where- 
fores of the case, the previous history of the two 
officers concerned, their personal attributes and 
characteristics, etc., etc. So far, however, the 
official results, which are of greater moment than 
the unofficial discussions, have not transpired. The 
charges against Colonel Young, made by Oolonel 
Graham, are stated to be ‘‘disrespect towards his 
commanding officer in violation of the Twentieth 
Article of War, disobedience of orders in violation 
of the Twenty first Article, and violation of the 
Thirty-third Article in not repairing to the rendez- 
vous for the cavalry troops at the Presidio (the 
parade ground), at the time and place fixed by the 
commanding officer.” The disrespect and disobe: 
dience is stated to consist in that Oolonel Young 
when asked why he had not on his overcoat, ete., 
at the formation of squadron replied, as reported, 
inthe following conversation : 

“Why were you not present at the formation of 
troops of your squadron, sir?’ demanded Colonel 


Graham. 
“| beg your pardon, sir; but I was present,’ re- 


plied Colonel Young. 

** Where is your overcoat, sir?’’ was the command- 
ant’s next question. 

“It isin my quarters.” 

“ Why bave you not got it here on you?” 

** Because there was no call for overcoats in the 


signal for drill.” 
“ There was a call for overcoats in the signal for 


the drill.” 

“TI peg your pardon, colonel, there was not.” 

The commandant sternly ordered Colonel Young 
to comply with the regulations for the morning. 


Colonel Young remained. i 
“Are you going to obey my orders?” thundered 


Colonel Grabam. 
“| decline to answer your question, sir,” was Col- 


onel Young’s response. 

“f order you to your quarters and get on your 
overcoat. Do yuu intend to obey my order ?” 

“That is not a proper question to ask me, sir; and 
I decline to answer.” 

Then the drill went on. 

The first trumpet signal it seems was for no 
overcoats, but was subsequently changed to over- 
coats. The first signal Colonel Young heard, the 
second he did not hear. Colonel Young’s charges 
are said to include tyrannical and capricious con- 
duct on the part of Colonel Graham, not only in 
his own case but in that of others. To those who 
know Colonel Young, his military record, his high 
persona! character, his devotion to duty, and other 
qualities which go to make up the officer and the 
gentleman, it seems strange that he should be 
placed in such a position at this stage of his mili- 
tary career. His many frieuds feel confident that, 
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when the matter is thoroughly sifted, either by a 
Court martial or an investigation by an Inspector- 
General, the right will be found to be on his side. 
Colonel Graham is an excellent soldier, witb a fine 
military record, but many officers who have served 
under him since the war are decidedly of opinion 
that his ideas of the requirements of discipline are 
entirely too severe, and of a quality not contemplated 
by the Articles of War and the Regulations, and 
not conducive to the best military interests. 








PATRIOTIO SOCIETIES. 

A PERSON signing himself ‘‘Beef Eater” recently 
wrote a letter to the JouRNAL, the tenor of which 
was derogatory to the societies of the *‘Sons of the 
American Revolution” and ‘‘Sons of the Revelu- 
tion” and other societies of former wars. His re- 
marks were in the main uncalled for and were un- 
patriotic, but still there was one truth in them 
which it would be well to heed, and that is as to the 
danger of these societies becoming notbing more 
than adorers of mere ancestry. The military 
societies of the United States, with the exception 
of two, are organized on a broad and progressive 
basis. The Oincinnati and the Aztec societies, ow- 
ing to the narrowness of the requirements for ad- 
mission, are doomed to eventual extinction. The 
lineal descendant of a militia officer who fought at 
Lexington and Bunker Hill and remained in the 
militia during the war, though a rebel, as much as 
the Continental, cannot become a member of the 
Cincinnati. The Aztecs would be a very strong so- 
ciety if the rules governing admission to the Loyal 
Legion were adopted by them. 

The revolutionary societies other than the Cin- 
cinvati are engaged in an unfortunate and useless 
rivalry ; both are to the core patriotic, and estab 
lished on more liberal lines than any of the military 
societies, but by their present attitude each hurts 
the other. This is true also of the two so- 
cieties of 1812. These societies, that of 
the Mexican War, the Revolutionary, Aztec, 
Grand Army of the Republic, and Loyal Le- 
gion societies represent and commemorate epochs 
in our history as a nation, The Revolution formed 
our nationality,the war of 1812 asserted our dignity 
as a nation, the war with Mexico brought about 
and consolidated our territory, and the war of se 
cession made us a republic in fact, and no longer 
in name merely. 

What better work can there be for these societies 
than to endeavor to perpetuate the memory of these 
landmarks in our history? In these times of an- 
archism and socialism they can and should be of 
inestimable value in fostering love of country, and 
be a rebuke to men of the ‘‘Beef Eater” type. They 
should enlarge their ideas, and not be too conserva 
tive and narrow,and have for an object nationalism. 
They should not live in the past, but try and foster 
a love for the flag, and press it so far that, when we 
have a pational hymn officially recognized as such, 
every man will stand and uncover when it is 
played, and thavk God that he is an American and 
a citizen of the United States. 

The New York Commandery of the Loyal Legion 
always introduces its banquets with {the ceremony 
of receiving the flag. It is carried the length of 
the room, from the entrance to the chair of the pre- 
siding officer, while all the members stand and a 
whirlwind of applause and emotion sweeps over the 
audience as these gray haired veterans recall the 
days when they suffered so much and dared so much 
for the honor and glory of their flag and country. 
The cererony is a beautiful one, and never fails to 
move even the most indifferent. It is worthy of 
imitation by other patriotic societies. 

The wearing of some of the medals and insignia 
of the various societies are now authorized by law, 
and a bill is before Congress to add others to the 
list. This multiplication of war medals suggested 
to one of our correspondents the expediency of 
regulating the use of medals in our Army in accord- 
ance with the precedents of foreign services. As 
it is now, some men wear them in a line on the left 
breast, some on the right, others in a triangle and 
other ways without uniformity. One often sees the 
badges of the Loyal Legion, Grand Army of the 
Republic, and four or five Corps badges. Our cor- 


respondent asks: Would it not be well to divnde - 
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these insignia into classes and then only authorize 
the wearing of one medal of a class, for instance: 
ist Olass. Medal of Honor. 2d Olass. Order of 
Cincinnati, Sons of the American Revolution, Sons 
of the Revolution. 8d Class. Society War of 1812. 
4th Olass. Aztec Society, Veterans of the Mexican 
War. 5th Olass. Loyal Legion, Grand Army of the 
Republic, Union Veteran Legion, Sons of Veterans, 
Naval Order of the United States. 6th Olass. Corps 
Insignia. 7th Class. Regular Army and Navy 
Union. 8th Olass. Marksmanship Medals—gold, 
silver and bronze. Special Class. Foreign Decora- 
tions. 

‘In Olass 8 the wearing of these medals to be 
authorized, when the individual does not wear 
more than two oedals of the preceding classes, and 
in that event, only one or two to be wora, and to 
represent the highest grade of marksmanship. In 
the Special Olass, the decoration being specifically 
authorized by Congress, cannot be regulated, and 
should be worn as required by its Order. From the 
list given it can be seen that a man can possibly 
wear a dozen or more insignias, many of them 
representing one class. A regulation, or perhaps, 
legislation, would be a good thing to prevent the 
wearing of insignias becoming common and ridicu- 
lous.” 





LIEUTENANT O. J. CLARK, Tenth Infantry, has 
added another word to the discussion of the sub- 
jects of post and company messes, in a paper read 
before the lyceum at Fort Leavenworth. As to the 
post mess he argues: First. That it interferes with 
comradeship and the close relation among men 
only possible at the company mess. Second. That 
cooking by the steam process is not so agreeable as 
the method ordinarily used, and that as a result they 
grow tired of the cooking, which in time (and par- 
ticularly in some instances) becomes unpalatable to 
the taste. Third. That there is danger at times of 
finding the food not so hot asthe men would like, ow 
ing to the great quantity handled and the time em- 
ployed in serving it ata large mess. Lieutenant 
Clark further urged that ‘‘the company is a unit of 
organization, and should be complete in itself, and iu 
all things, and under all circumstances, and the only 
way to secure this efficiency is to have but one sys- 
tem in all matters of its internal administration. 
‘*Taking from the company commander, while in 
garrison, the right to personally manage and super- 
vise the feeding of his men, a duty which would 
fall upon him when his company withdraws from 
the general mess, an emergency likely t> occur at 
any time, is the mistaken policy of the system be- 
fore us.” This last seems to us to bea strong arga- 
ment in favor of the company mess. There is alto- 
gether too decided a tendency in our Army to lessen 
the authority and digaify of the company command- 
er without lessening his responsibility. Aoything 
that increases this tendency is to be avoided. If 
we have good companies, and good captains, we 
shall have a good Army, and no efficiency in field 
or staff can ever make good the deficiency in com- 
pany commanders. Our Army “reforms” have 
taken the wrong direction. They have eaten into 
the very heart of the Army, instead of simply cut- 
ting off, as they should, the useless growths. The 
recent experiences of our Service recall the story of 
of the Frenchman’s famous remedy fora skin dis 
order. Waen told that it haddriven the eruption 
in and killed the patient he exclaimed, “‘ at all 
events he died cured.” We commend the moral of 
this little fable to Senator Proctor. 








THE vacancy in the Quartermaster’s Department 
caused by the retirement of Colonel Dandy and the 
promotion of Major Barnett, was filled this week by 
the appointment of ist Lieutenant Robert R. 
Stevens, 6th Infantry, to be assistant quartermaster, 
with the rank of captain. There was an animated 
struggle for the place. Lieutenant Stevens stood 
number three in his regiment, thirty 1 the corps, 
and tenth on the lineal list. He was born in Texas 
in 1855 and was appointed to the Army from Mis- 
sissippi, and has been fourteen years and nine 
months in the Service, mostly inthe West. Forthe 
past three years he has been stationed at Hot 
Springs, Arkansas. 


WE publish with great pleasure the letter which 
follows concerning Colonel Crofton. It isin the line 
of what was said editorially in the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL of December 80, 1893, but it h»s additional 
force, coming as it does from one who speaks with 
the earnestnesss of personal knowledge. Its au- 
thor is a former officer of the Sixteenth Infantry, 
who resigned in 1865, at the close of the war, and 
who received the brevet of major ‘* for gallant and 
meritorious service at the capture of Selma, Ala- 
bama.”

Sir: An Army friend of mine calls my attention 
to an article in your issue of Feb. 17, 1894, reprinted 
from the Kansas City Times, relating to Col. R. E. A 
Crofton, commanding at Fort Sheridan, and the 
criticisms of the Chicago newspapers charging him 
with lack of ability to enforce discipline. i was not 
before awareof the extent to woich the newspapers 
bad gone in assailing Col. Crofton for what I had 
understood to be a mere local matter of no import- 
ance,and certainly giving no grounds for refi actions 
upon bim. 

It may not be inappropriate for one who has been 
long out of the Service, but who has known Col. 
Crofton well for upwards of thirty years, to en. 
dorse and emphasize the statement of the Kansas 
City Times, that “against no other officer in the 
Service could such a charge be made with so little 
foundation.” 

Col. Crofton made a most enviable record asa 
fighting soldier during the rebellion, and especially 
for singular ability to command men under the 
most trying ciroumstances. His soldierly qualities 
were especially conspicuous in the “thick of the 
fight” in every engagement fought by the Army of 
the Cumberland, from Shiloh to Nashville. [ think 
no officer served so continuously in the field; and 
certainly few emerged with so well-established a 
reputation for reliable gallantry under fire and for 
good sound judgment in all thines. From the sum- 
mer of 1861 to the winter of 1865-6, I was associated 
with Col. (then captain) Crofton as an offijer in the 
same regiment, and speak of this period from per- 
sonal knowledge and from the Army standpoint. 

Col, Crofton is essentially a soldier in every fibre, 
and one, moreover, of tbe very best type, whose de- 
votion to the Service and modesty renders him es- 
pecially incapable of replying to newspaper criticism 
even while the injustice rankles most keenly.

Des patcbes from Rio de Janeiro report 
that Admiral B+nhbam «xtended to the British ther- 
chapntman Nasmyth protection sgainst the rebels, 
to epabie it ‘o obtain a supply of water, after 
assistance bad been contemptuously refused by a 
Britisb man-of-war. It is added that: “ Vessels of 
all nations are se¢kirg the protection of the United 
States flag. British sailors are openly cursing Eng- 
lish officials, who, they declare, are sacrificing com- 
merce to aid DaGama.

30 years received the benefits of the land grant col- 
lege act of 1862, of which our Senator Morrill is 
recognized as the father, and which requires that 
all institutions receiving its benefits shall sustain 
instruction in military tactics. In years past this 
college system has had a struggle throughout the 
country. Faculties, as well as patrons, have not 
always seen its usefulness, but it isnow becoming 
popular, as was evidenced by the unanimity with 
which both Houses of Congress, a few weeks since, 
passed an act increasing the number of officers de- 
tailed on this duty from 75 to 100. Ten theusand 
students are now undergoing military instructions 
at these institutions of learning, and should. the

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The preparation of the appropriation bills in 
the House Committees on Military Affairs and 
Navai Affairs has been ratber slow this session of 
Congress. The priocipal reason for tnis has been 
that there was no special reason for haste. The 
time of the House has been 80 completely occupied 
by otber matt-rs that the appropriation bills nave 
not thus far had a chance, and the Committee on 
Appropriations have had several on the calendar 
for some time that are waiting for a chance to be 
taken up. Ine Military Committee on Tuesday of 
this week reported the Military Acad-my bili car- 
rying @ total appropriation of $400,438.58, as was 
stated in the JouRNaL of last week. [ave sub-com- 
mittee has done sowe preliminary work on the 
Army Appropriation bill, but little more has been 
done than make preliminary estimates and send to 
the War Department for information on various 
questions that have arisen. There have been 
rumors that very large reductions would be made 
in the appropriations in the Army bill, but it is not 
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figure, and there will not be many large cu’s in 
jmportant items. There will be a number of reduc- 
tions, but the cuts on individaal items will be com- 
paratively small, According to the prelimivary 
figures prepared by the sub-committee the total 
reductions below last year’s bill will be about a half 
awillion dollars, It is possible that these ficures 
mav be changed by the full committee and the bill 
when reported to the House may be nearly a 
million less than last year. Some of the members 
of the committee have expressed the opinion that 
tb will be the case. 

One of the reductions that will be made is of 
special interest to Army officers detailed as iustruc- 
tors in militarv science and tactics at educational 
institutions, It willalso be of interest to the vari- 
ous institutions to which such officers have been de- 
tailed. It will provide that in no case shall an offi- 
cer be detailed as instructor at an institution of 
jearping unless such institution shall provide for 
the maintenance of such officer while so detailed. 
The result of this will be to impose upon the schools 
which receive the berefit of the details the expense 
of maintaining the officer and relieve the govern- 
went of the recessity of allowing commutation for 
rations and quarters. 

The Committee on Naval Affairs bas the Naval 
Appropriation bill well in band and it could be re- 
ported at almost any time if there was any neres- 
sity for getting it before the House atonoe. The 
estimates of the Navy Department were kept down 
to the lowest possible fleures by Secretary Herbert. 
and there will be very few substantial reductions 
from h‘s estimates which amount in the aggregate 
to $27 875,914. The Committee has found that the 
maintenance of an increased and constantly in- 
creasing Navy necessitates increased appropriations 
in addition to the amounts appropriated for new 
construction, apd they have found few places 
where reductions could safely be made. It is possi- 
ble that there may bea very substantial reduction 
i the appropriation for armor and armament for 
the new shine, The estimates for this purpose 
amount to $6.500,000, but some question has been 
raised as to woetber the whole of this amount can 
profitably be expended during the fiscal vear, or 
whetber the construction of new ships will be ad- 
vanced rapidly enough to make this amount of ex- 
penditure necessary [f it is decided that a less 
amount of money will be sufficient it is probable 
there may be a reduction of about a million balow 
toe estimates in this item alone. The House Com- 
mittee has about concluded not to bring in any 
provision whatever for new ships but to rely on the 
Senate to putin one or more. It is the belief of 
members of the Committee that there will ve a bat- 
ter chance of getting a provision for new vessels 
througn on @ conference report thas on @ bill re- 
ported from the committee, The bill as reported 
will ioclude provisions for putting mod-rn machin- 
ery into the Hartford and giyine the Chicago new 
machinery of ‘be ia‘est type torouzhout 

The House Committee ov Pensions has submitted 
afavorab'e report on the bill to place Velestia P. 
Hartt, widow of the late Samuel T. Hartt, who at 
tbe time of Lis death was a pava! constructor, upon 
the pension rolls at the rate of $30 per montb. 

Tne Senate Committee on Naval Affairs bas sub- 
mitted a favorable report on the bill for the pro- 
motion of Commo. O. CU. Badger, retired, to the 
rank of Rear Admiral on tbe retired list.

CANDY ve. BEFR. 
Te the Editor of the Army and Navu Journal : 


Wit the temperance people of the country com- 
plaining of the large sale of beer and the Isepector 
General's criticism of the immense trade in candy, 
tbe Post Exchange is between two terrifi« fires. It 
reminds one of the old story of the soldier, who, 
baving served one enlistment in tbe infantry learn- 
ing to turn bis toes out, re-enlisted in the cavalry 
and bad to spend his second tern of service learn 
ing to turn bis toes in. “* Begorra,” said he, “there's 
no plez'p the biackeuvards.” it onlv remains now 
for the Surgeon General to discover a dangerous 
germ in the Schwei'zer cheese or a deadly bacillus 
in the succulent bologna and the Post Exchange 
would have to discontinue business, 

Toe inference drawn from the large sales of candy 
is that tbe soldier does not get bis entire ration of 
sugar and that the system craves a certain amount 
of sweets and stimulants which are supplied by the 
Post Exchange and consumed ip quanti‘ ies propor 
tiopate to the savings in tbe evgar ration in toe 
man’s company organization. The inference mav 
be correct if 1t be demonstrated that the enlisted 
mep cor sume personally al) the candy sold at can- 
teense, but the tbeory fails if it can be shown that a 
large part of the tootheome confections are dir- 
posed of in officer's kitchens by the presiding maid- 
eps therein, ho bave a retinue of military admir- 
ers. Again, « fiicers’ ard soldiers’ children are tib- 
eral patrons of Post Exchange candies, ard even 
young ladies visiting frontier posts, where Huyler’s 
cannot be obtained, do not disdain a box of local 
sweets from the hands of some admiring young 
bachelor. : 

Nevertheless the subject is of sufficient impor- 
tance to call for definite statistics. Let a certificate 
be required from each purchaser of candy, sbow- 
ing the object for which itis bougbt and require a 
consolidated report to be submitted to the lospec- 
tor General annually. It will then be shown 
whether the soldier or the sol ier’s best girl crave 
sweets the most, and in what proportion. In this 
way only can the momentous question be detivitely 
determined. E.
